INFORMAL SC CONSULTATIONS ON ME - 

IN INEORMAL CONSULTATIONS DEC. 12, SC MEMBERS DEBATED PROPER 
RELATIONSHIP OF COUNCIL TO SYG'S PARTICIPATION IN ME PEACE 
CONFERENCE. MOST COULD ACCEPT NON-ALIGNED DRAET RES OR CONSENSUS, 
WITH EXCEPTION OF FRANCE WHICH STRONGLY DESIRED EXPLICIT 
SC "AUTHORIZATION" OE SYG'S PARTICIPATION, CLEARLY DEFINED 
MANDATE, AND INSTRUCTIONS TO HIM TO REPORT BACK TO SC. 

AMB BENNETT STRESSED NEED FOR PATIENCE, AND SAID PROGRESS 
BEING MADE, INITIAL PARTICIPANTS WILL BE EGYPT, ISRAEL, JORDAN 
AND SYRIA, AND US BELIEVED SYG SHOULD HAVE MEANINGEUL ROLE. 

HE TOLD THEM SOME DETAILS REMAINED TO BE WORKED OUT BY PARTIES 
RE SYG ROLE, BUT HE HOPED FINAL OBSTACLES TO INVITATION WOULD 
BE RESOLVED IN DAY OR SO. 

GUINEA WISHED TO KNOW EXACTLY WHAT SC SHOULD DO NOW, RATHER 
THAN BEING FACED WITH FAITS ACCOMPLIS JUST BEFORE CONFERENCE. 
YUGOSLAVS SAID THERE WAS NO QUESTION OF SYG PARTICIPATING 
UNLESS AUTHORIZED BY COUNCIL AND INSTRUCTED TO INEORM SC. 

INDIA HAD HELPED DRAET WORKING PAPER IN SUCH WAY AS TO MAIN- 
TAIN FLEXIBILITY IN ROLE OF SC AND SYG. MALIK (USSR) 

SAID THERE WAS NO GROUND EOR SUSPICION THAT INTENTION EXISTED 
TO BYPASS SC, AND HE ENDED BY SAYING USSR BELIEVED SYG SHOULD 
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CONVENE CONFERENCE. HE THOUGHT IT SHOULD BE POSSIBLE TO POLISH 
UP TEXT OE WORKING PAPER AND REACH AGREEMENT BY CONSENSUS. 

UK AGREED WITH US MOST IMPORTANT CONSIDERATION IS THAT NEGOTIATIONS

ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) SEEMS TO BE DOING EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO

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sc MEMBERS AMENDMENTS UNACCEPTABLE. BRITISH, WHO ARE UNCERTAIN 
WHETHER IT IS ROSSIDES OR CYPRUS FONOFE WHICH BEING OBSTRUCTIVE, 
SAID ROSSIDES FINALLY TOLD THEM HE PERSONALLY WOULD NOT OBJECT 
TO RETENTION OF PARA 2 AND 3 CHANGES BUT WOULD HAVE TO REFER

ARABIC AS UN LANGUAGE - 

TWENTY-NINE STATES TABLED IMPROVED DRAFT RES ON INCLUSION

COMITES AND SUBCOMITES. ACABQ RECEIVED COPY OF LETTER SIGNED 
BY 19 ARAB STATES ASSURING UN THEIR GOVTS PREPARED TO MEET

OPPOSITION TO ARAB INITIATIVE HAS DEVELOPED AND MANY
